ig kept a secret by his attorneys. He 
admits that his sole purpose in return- 
ing voluntarily after every effort to 
capture him failed was to clear up the 
charges against him. 
Before Gwyn’s departure he had never 
been away from home much and the 
desire to visit foreign lands appealed 
to him. He says he did not use an 
assumed name or employ a disguise, 
and during his absence not one of the 
officers seeking the $500 reward for his 
capture was ever on his trail. 
The motive for the alleged looting of 
the benk by former Cashier Gwyn is 
still unexplained and may not be fully 
revealed until the trial.

Gwyn’s personal property, which was 
turned over to the bank, amounted to 
about $6000. His cashier bond was $5000, 
leaving the bank’s net loss about $7000.

Mr. Neill was an Englishman and 
came here in 1849 as a cotton buyer. He 
was the first man who ever went into 
the cotton fields and surveyed the 
ground condition and based his esti- 
mates on the actual facts. He sent his 
estimates to the firm of Neill Bros. of 
London, who published them widely up 
to 15 years ago. 

He was regarded as the world’s lead- 
ing authority on the cotton crop of the 
United States. He made his estimates 
every year in the early part of the sea- 
son, and when the actual figures came 
out on Sept..1 he was always near the 
mark. On the crop just completed his 
estimate was very near the actual fig- 
ures, 

Mr. Neill’s wife died several years ago. 
He leaves two brothers in London. He 
was quite wealthy at one time, but met

Wife of “Hard Luck” Haughton 
Objected to His Pugilistic, 
Enterprises. 








TRIED TO WIN HIM BACK 


Offered to Overlook His Occupa- 
tion if He Would Return 








to Her. 
Charlie Haughton, known to the 
sporting fraternity as “Hard Luck’”’ 


Haughton, who has promoted every va- 
riety of pugilistic exhibitions from a 10- 
round ‘‘go’’ before the “‘sports’’ in the 
attic of some vacant house, to a regular 
prizefight big enough to attract the at- 
tention of the Governor of Missouri, 
has been sued for divorce by his wife, 
and those who know the fight promoter 
are wondering how it was they never 
knew Haughton was married, and who 
his wife is and what she is like. 

Mrs. Margaret Haughton is living at 
3942 Olive street. During the eight 
years that she has been living alone she 
bas worked in several dry goods stores 
in different capacities.

“Tt Doesn’t Seem to Work,” He 
Tells Relative After 
Taking Acid. 











Worry Because He Was Unem- 
ployed Believed to Have 
Caused His Act. 


After the guests at an informal party 
had left the home of former State Sen- 
ator Thomas Hathaway, 5700 Maple ave- 
nue, Mr. Hathaway's son-in-law, Har- 
ry G. Air, went to his goom and drank 
an ounce of carbolic acM. He was found 
dying at 12:30 a.m. Thursday. 

“I have taken carbolic acid, 
doesn't seem to work,”’ were the 
words he spoke. 

Air, who was a traveling salesman 
and has been employed by, several shoe 
and clothing firms, was out-of employ- 
ment. This is the only reason given for 
the suicide. The family says no note 
was left. 

He was 33 years old and married Lulu 
Hathaway, Senator Hathaway's daugh- 
ter, in Chicago five years ago. 

Air left his wife in Chicago Wednes- 
day and came to St. Louis on a train 
that arrived in the evening. He went 
to his father-in-law’s home in Cabanne 
and spent the evening at the party in 
honor of Mr. Hathaway’s nephew, 
Pitcher Hathaway of the Chicago Na- 
tional League team. 

Sang With His Relatives. 

At the house were the bal! player's 
cousins, children of Senator Hathaway 
and relatives of the family. During the 
evening Air joined in college songs and 
popular airs. He seemed as happy as 
the others. 

It was a half hour 
when Air's brother-in-law found him 
suffering from the acid. Mr. Hatha- 
way ran across the street for Dr. a. oa 
Helbing of 1208 North King’s highway. 
Dr. Helbing and Dr. C. N. Guhman of 
1287 North King’s Highway crossed to 
the Hathaway home. 

They found Air, undressed, 
the floor, unconscious. The floor was 
littered with papers which had been 
torn up. Near the body was an empty 
one-ounce carbolic acid phial, bearing 
the label of a drug store at King’s High- 
way and Page boulevard. 

The physicians used the stomach 
pump and tried to neutralize the effect 
of the poison by giving alcohol. Hy- 
podermic injections were also given, 
but the patient died 15 minutes after 
the physicians arrived. Se 

Mrs. Air was notified in Chicago by 
long distance telephone. She replied she 
would come at once. Air’s mother and 
father, who live in Kentucky, were also 
notified. ; ; 

Miss Hathaway, Mrs. Air's sister, said 
to a Post-Dispatch reporter Thursday: 
“It's a suicide; he was out of a position; 
that’s all we know.’ 

Invited to Live Here. 

Mr. Hathaway knew of his son's 
ability to obtain a position, and a short 
time ago wrote to him in Chicago, tell- 
ing Air to come with his wife and. live 
at the Senator's home. ‘‘My home is my 
son-in-law’s home,” said Mr. Hathaway 
in the note. 

Policeman Bresnahan, who visited the 
house after Air was dead, found no 
trace of papers about the bedroom or 
Air’s clothing. Those who first ar- 
rived said there were papers in the 
room.

The total cost of producing and refining 
the highest grades of oil, at these esti- 
mates, its a fraction more than 5 cents 
a gallon, which still leaves more than 4 
cents a gallon for transportation, bar- 
reling, etc. 

An official of the Waters-Pierce Oil 
Co. explains that the enormous divi- 
dends ure due largely to the small cap- 
italization of the enterprise. He said 
there was no water in the stock of the 
company, and that if the United Rail- 
ways Co. were as conservatively capital- 
ized as the Waters-Pierce Oil Co. tt 
would pay its stockholders more than 
30 per cent dividends on their invest-

IS NOT CONTAGIOUS|

Dr. Plumacher, United States Consul to Venezuela, After Personal 
Study of Patients in Leper Colonies, Pronounces Dis- 
ease Hereditary, but Curable With Proper Diet. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 13.—After dis- 
playing rare heroism by the devotion of 
« lifetime to a study of leprosy, Fugene 
H. Plumacher. American Consul at 
Maracaibo, Venezuela, has decided that 
the dread malady is not contagious, but 
is hereditary to a degree not reached in 
any other disease. 

He has made an exhaustive report to 
the State Department, telling of his per- 
sonal attendance upon lepers affected in 
the most revolting form. His report in- 
djcates that leprosy is curable, but that 
there is little hope in Venezuela or other 
Latin-American leper colonies where the 
nutritious and expensive drugs 
rarely are provided. 

Dr, Plumacher was appointed to Mara- 
caibo in 1878, where, in jointure with his 
duties as Consul, he has constantly ob- 
served leper cases and their treatment, 
and where he experimented tn no small 
way. In this he has had the benefit of 
correspondence with the most advanced 
scentists of \nited States and Eu- 
rope, and gait through his efforts 
that the Tua Tua plant, used in treat- 
ing the disease, is now planted in all 
countries which has leper stations. 

Vislii« Lepers Secretly. 

In the correspondence with thesé 
scientists Dr. Plumacher took many pho- 
tographs of the lepers,: personally re- 
moving the bandages of those affected 
to obtain the best results. He was al- 
lowed secretly to visit many lepers in 
Maracaibo concealed by their families. 
Using a’ secret medicine, which he ob- 
tained through Dr. S. C. Bothwell, now 
Marshal of the Supreme Court of Porto 
Rico, he experimented with it on these 
private cases. Ten lepers were given 
into his special, charge. These cases 
embraced both classes of the disease, 
the dry class, where extremities become 
calcinized so that fingers and toes’ may 
be broken off without pain to the pa- 
tients, and the other class, known as 
wet or soft leprosy, where every part 
becomes putrefied and rots away, leav- 
ing at last nothing but a trunk of a 
human being.’ His reports point out 
that the treatment produced much good 
results, but that the lack of proper food 
made absolute cure intpossible.

Horrifxying Experience. 

Dr. Plumacher, in his report, says 
that he was suceessful and full of hope 
of continued good results. He concluded 
he would rather drop the society.of his 
friends in the foreign colony than. to 
abandon..the. lepers. Although he ob- 


served minute care to avoid any danger: 


from infection contagion, he suffered *a 
most horrifyine experience in attending 
one of his patients, a boy at the leprosy 
institution, and a few days after the 
incident small sores appeared on his 
hands, but after months these 
dried up, although discolored marks re-

mained. . 

From his observations of the 10 cases, 
the Consul concluded that without plenty 
of nutritious food to build up the sys- 
tem of the afflicted there will never be 
good results from the treatment of lep- 


| 





ers at Maracaibo. 

The poor creatures there are fed most- 
ly on cheap fish, there being no means 
to procure better foods. 

A former President of the State in 
which Maracaibo is situated, who left 
the country after his administration, 
but after many years came back te 
his country residence as a leper, sent 
for Dr. Plumacher, who undertook the 
treatment, aided by the  patient’s 
handsome young wife, who attended 
him faithfully. As the patient was 


able to \uy the most nutritious food, 
his improvement was rapid and ulti- 
mate recovery appeared certain. But 
when the Consul went to see his pa- 
tient the next and last time, the wife 
was in tears and the patient a brok- 
en down man. The patient had been 
informed that inside of two days he 
was to be removed to the leper island. 
During his presidency he had many 
enemies, and after his return .to 
Venezuela these enemies were in 
power. While he was known as an 
incurable leper, they hads let him 
alone, but as soon as it was reported 
that he would he well again, 
enemies proposed to destroy and hu- 
miliate him by sending him into ever- 
lasting banishment.
